Secretary Wallace Suggests 


They Arrange to Put 


It in Effect. 


WASHINGTON 
< T>> Secretary 


Wallace suggested that corn and 
hog farmers and their organiza- 
tions ariange for a national con- 
fprpnce in the corn belt during 
mid-July to work out plans for ap- 
pljing the farm act to the Uvo 
products. Wallace said that during 
his lecent trip thru the middle- 
west he found farmers intensively 
interested in tha program for corn 
and hogs, but little progress made 
m working- out a plan by represent- 
atives from the entire belt. He 
said that at the national confer- 
ence representatives could explore 
various plans for adjusting _ corn 
and hog production which he and 
others have suggested, including 
corn land leasing, hog allotments 
and bonuses to be paid for light 
hogs to reauce tonnage this year 


Wallace recently said that up to 


20 million acies of corn land could 
justifiably be taken out of produc- 
tion. One of the plans being con- 
sidered for bringing this about 
would involve the levying of pro- 
cessing- taxes on hogs and corn 
used for human consumption and 
that farmers would be paid bene- 
fits from this revenue in return 
for agreements to cut acreage next 
year. Farm administrators gener- 
ally hope that, if a plan of this 
type is adopted, a campaign to ob- 
tain agreements from farmers can 
be conducted this fall. 


Wallace said Iowa had set up a 


corn-hog producers' organization 
to help develop a national pro- 
gram, and that there was senti- 
ment for setting up similar organ- 
izations in other corn-hog- states as 
a perhmmary to a national con- 
ference Farm administrators sug- 
gested that at the national confer- 
ence representation be by states 
on the basis of the rank of each in 
producing corn and hogs. 


Concerning the wheat program, 


Wallace said that in visiting Min- 
nesota and Kansas, both wheat 
producing states, 
he 
was im- 


pressed by widespread interest in 
the wheat contracts that will be 
offered to farmers soon. "Many of 
the wheat farmers now are asking 
how much benefit they will re- 
ceive for acreage adjustment, how 
soon payments will be made and 
what producers have to do to 
qualify for payments," 
Wallace 


said. ''Their attention is fixed on 
the rules of the game, with this 
year's immediate payments upper- 
most in mind. This is natural, but 
there are also the long time as- 
pects of the program; permanent 
adjustment of production to mar- 
keting demand so that there may 
be lasting health for the agricul- 
tural industry.''

WASHINGTON. (&>. Ways of 


stirring industry into speedier ac- 
tion on minimum wage-maximum 
hour codes to be presented under 
the national recovery act were be- 
ing sought by Administrator John- 
son. After a hurried overnight trip 
to New York by plane, during 
which he waa reported to have 
conferred with steel producers in 
an effort to smooth out controver- 
sies within the industry, Johnson 
was back at his desk Saturday. 


Obvious dissatisfaction was evi- 


denced by the administration at 
the slowness in which the codes 
are being presented. It has been 
hoped that the ten basic industries 
of the nation would have wage and 
hour agreements ready at about 
the time the 
bill was passed. 


However, thus far the cotton tex- 
tile code, upon which hearings 
have been held and which is ex- 
pected to receive approval from 
Johnson, Is the only one received 
from the major 
manufacturing 


groups. Some thirty codes from 
smaller Industries are in the ad- 
ministration's files but bearings 
are being held In abeyance pend- 
ing action by those employing the 
bulk of the laboring men. 
Fears have been expressed in 


official circles that the whole plan 
to raise the general purchasing 
power of the masses during the 
summer months thru 
increased 


wages 
and spreading work thru 


maximum hour agreements might 
be defeated unless the industrial 
leaders act more promptly in fol- 
lowing the lead of the cotton tex- 
tile industry. 
Meanwhile, 
business

was weighing carefully modifica- 
tions of the cotton code proposed 
by the industry just before John- 
son took it under advisement with 
the provisions for a $12 and S13 
minimum wage per forty hour 
week in the south and north, re- 
spectively. These changes were 
considered by many the most far- 
reaching experiment of the entire 
code. 
Proposing creation of a perman- 


ent committee within the industry 
to confer with Johnson, the code 
opened the way for a new govern- 
mental-industrial experiment un- 
der proposals that: 


Prior to the installation of addi- 


tional productive machinery by 
persons engaged in or engaging 
in the cotton textile industry, ex- 
cept for the replacement of a simi- 
lar number of existing looms or 
spindles or to bring the operation 
of existing productive machinery 
into balance, such persons shall 
secure certificates that such instal- 
lation will be consistent

cases of Thornton and MacDonald 
came up today before the presi- 
dium of the soviet executive com- 
mittee and the sentences were 
commuted. At the same time the 
commisar of trade cancelled the 
soviet counter embargo against 
British imports.

TO REFINANCE MORTGAGES 


Government Expects to Be- 


leaes $500,000,000. 


WASHINGTON. (Copyright by 


the APi. More than 500 million 
dollars in farm mortgages locked 
in closed banks will be refinanced 
under plans being drawn by the 
farm credit administration. The 
funds thus released will go to de- 
positors\in banks which are either 
in liquidation or being operated un- 
der restrictions limiting withdraw- 
als. 


A survejr undertaken 
by the 


credit administration since start- 
ing a campaign to reopen closed 
Wisconsin banks was said to have 
convinced officials of the feasibil- 
ity of carrying out a comprehens- 
ive plan during the next twelve 
months to cover most states where 
the problem is acute. The problem 
is most acute in the middlewest 
and some southern states and will 
be worked out in each case with 
state banking authorities and of- 
ficials of the twelve federal land 
banks. Iowa, with more than 100 
millions in frozen mortgages in 
which banks have an interest, is 
now the subject of a special study. 
Numerous legal details remain to 
be worked out before a plan simi- 
lar to that in Wisconsin could be 
applied there but officials hoped, 
nevertheless, that a decision on a 
program for that state could be 
made in the next month.

Donald H. Sawyer, public works

As 
an example, if the total cost of a

NEW YORK. (INS). The'heavy- 


weight champion of the world has 
just stepped into the ring. You 
are sitting somewhere thirty rows 
back 
in what the promoter has 


laughingly called a ringside seat 
for which you paid $10. 


There's a large crowd around 


you and the thought strikes you 
that the champ must be boing to 
get $50,000 for his end. "Pretty 
soft," says you, and pretty soft it 
might be if he were to get it. 


But what does he actually re- 


ceive? 


First of all he may get a beat- 


ing that may leave him a wreck 
for 
life. That's one chance a 


fighter always takes. 


He may lose his title and with 


it his high earning capacity. 


He 
loses a large slice of that 


fifty grand when Uncle Sam takes 
his cut for taxes. 


He loses a third of the balance 


when his manager takes his end. 
That fifty grand is dwindling fast, 
isn't it? 


But there are other items which 


he has already lost before he steps 
into the ring and of which you 
never hear.

requirements every time we should 
be ready for any of the big fel- 
lows. So we shall not set our aims 
upon any such dizzy heights. 


A good many of the inquiries can 


oe answered, or the answer hinted 
at, without going too far into the 
intricacies of the swing. I shall 
merely sketch an outline of some 
of the special difficulties which a 
brassie shot presents and try to 
suggest a way in which each can 
be overcome. 
In general, when a golfer tak:s 


a brassie in his hand, he may have 
one of two main objectives in mind. 
He may either want maximum dis- 
tance with only enough control to 
stay on the fpirway, or on one side 
or the other of the fairway, or he 
may want to play a shot to a 
green where he will need a greater 
measure of control of both direc- 
tion and roll.

THE first instance, in order to 
ibtain the greatest length, he 


must strike the ball a swing blow, 
much as he would off the tee, tak- 
ing the ball squarely in the back. 
This kind of stroke reduces back- 
spin to a minimum and produces 
the arching trajectory and gener- 
ous roll which means distance. Ob- 
viously, this shot cannot be played 
unless the lie of the ball is such 
that the club, swung in this way, 
can still get to it. 
For the controlled shot to the 
green, when it becomes desirable 
to limit the roll of the ball, or 
when playing from a very close lie 
he stroke should be directed slight- 
y downward; just enough so that 
t will take the ball first, and pass- 
ng on, skin the grass from the sod 
a little way in front of the ball 
This stroke produces some back- 
spin, nof a vast amount to be sure 
but enough to be very important 


Wood-club shots from close fair- 


way lies give so much trouble be- 
cause the average golfer cannot 
overcome the inclination to try to 
hit the ball on the upstroke in 
order to lift it into the air. With 
;he ball lying closely on 
leve: 
ground, or even on a sligh' down- 
slope, it is beyond me to under- 
stand how one can expect to strike 
;he ball an ascending blow without 
first plowing through several inches 
of earth.

a tight lie. In most cases when th 
ball is hit down in order to get i 
up. a bad slice results, because th 
player has at the same time cu 
across it viciously. Closing the fac 
will obviously do little good. Th 
remedy, of course, even if it ma 
be difficult to apply, is u> hi 
straight through or even a bit to 
ward the outside. If it is found to 
be impossible to get the ball up 
without the cut. then a more lofted 
club should be used. 
These are a few suggestions 


which are concerned more with 
what to do in various situations 
than with how to do them. Some- 
times the use of the brassie pre- 
sents as many difficulties and re- 
quires as much exactness of execu- 
tion as can be found anywhere in 
the game. The man with the swing 
will always have an advantage with 
this club.

Others 
choose to disregard their lack of

Strange- 
ly enough, even six can. be de- 
feated if a club is opened and 
the spade finesse proves to be 
wrong. However, these two fac- 
tors are not sufficient to out- 
weigh the possibilities of the 
hand. There is no question hut 
what the Slam should be bid and 
the easiest way to reach it is 
through adopting minimum tac- 
tics in the beginning and Forc- 
ing later.

•p OWING enthusiasts of the conserva- 
•" live East should look to their laurels 
or they will soon find themselves trail- 
ing the progressive West, emphatically 
declares Henry Penn Burke, of Phila- 
delphia, president of the National As- 
sociation of Amateur Oarsmen, 
and 


chairman of the Rowing Committee of 
the 1932 Olympic Games. 


Rowing, a sport which attracted 135,- 


000 persons at the Olympic Games last 
summer and has thousands of followers 
in all sections of the TJniited States and 
Canada, has long flourished in the East, 
but right now there is a distinct Far 
Western trend, in' the opinion of Mr. 
Burke, who is a nationally known au- 
thority. 


The East received a bad blow when 


the Poughkeepsie Regatta, the colorful 
and traditional intercollegiate rowing 
meet, was called off this year. Maxwell 
Stevenson, chairman of the Stewards 
Committee of the regatta, fought hard 
for it, but lost out. At the time Mr. 
Stevenson was making his fight in vain, 
Mr. Burke telegraphed him as follows: 


"God bless you for your firm stand to 


continue the Poughkeepsie Regatta. It 
Is one of the greatest sport events in 
the world. Shame on those who would' 
fold up and quit because general con- 
ditions are bad. Some advocated post- 
-ponement of the Olympic "Games for the 
same reason. Determination and will- 
to-do put them through to glorious suc- 
cess. Intercollegiate athletic competi- 
tion is just as important as any other 
phase of university training. It builds 
character. While some Eastern colleges 
advocate 
discontinuance. 
California, 


thousands of miles away, is sure to come, 
even though it would cost them $16.000 
to make the trip. A fine example to all. 
That is the spirit that made California 
the intercollegiate Olympic champions." 


"p OWING has taken a great upward 
•" spurt on the Pacific coast since 
California won the championship at the 
Olympic Games. 


"They have the real spirit out there."* 


declares Mr. Burke. "California was 
eager to come East for the Poughkeepsie 
Regatta, even though, as I said in the 
telegram to Mr. Stevenson, it would cost 
them $16.000. Tet Cornell, a compara- 
tive stone's throw Irom the "site of the 
regatta, was the school responsible for 
its being called on"; Cornell with all its 
wonderful rowing tradition behind it- It 
was a great mistake- I speak of this In- 
cident merely as a rowing enthusiast, as 
I have no official connection whatever 
with the intercollegiate ride ol the 
sport" 


"I thought the students themselves 


•wrre going to go ahead with the Pough- 
keepsie RcgaUa. What happened?" I 
asked. 


•The boys had the right spirit, but it 


takes some financial backing and they 
didnl have it," he replied. 


In two days the Peoples Regatta, toe 


second largest rowing meet of the year. 
will take place on the 
Schuylkffl, 


Philadelphia, scene of many historic 
races in past years. There will be about 
fourteen races in all. There will be 
junior, intermediate and senior entries. 


July is an important month in vowing, 


as on July 4 another meet takes place 
in Boston, namely, the New England 
Amateur Rowing Association Regatta. On 
July 22 the Southern Rowing Associa- 
tion Regatta will be held at Washington, 
D. C- The Canadian Henley, the big 
event for the enthusiasts of the Do- 
minion, will be held at St. Catharines 
on July 27, 28 and 29. 


The Central States Regatta is sched- 


uled for the Chicago World's Fair dur- 
ing the first three days of August. The 
national championships, the most im- 
portant of them all, follow at Chicago 
on August 4 and 5. 


rnHE women stars of the Nation will 
-*- gather at Worcester, Mass., for their 
championship races August 12, and on 
September 4—Labor Day—the Middle 
States Regatta will be held at Philadel- 
phia and the New England Amateur 
Rowing Regatta in Boston. 


So there is quite a busy time ahead 


for the oarsmen. 


The championships at Chicago will be 


held over a mile-and-a-quarter course in 
the yacht basin which is a part of Lake 
Michigan but is protected by a break- 
water. The annual Central States event 
will precede the nationals. These con- 
tests will be decided over a three-quar- 
ter-mile stretch of water in the lagoon, 
a part of the World's Fair grounds. The 
national canoe championships will be 
held August 5 and 6 in the lagoon. 


"Charles Salinger, of the Fairmount 


Rowing Association. Philadelphia, is the 
new president of the Middle States Re- 
gatta Association. The organization de- 
cided Jo hold its Labor Day Regatta in 
Philadelphia and four handicap events 
will be an unusual feature." writes Jim 
Keirans. Eastern rowing expert. 


"These tests will be for 145-pound 


singles and doubles and senior singles 
and doubles." 


In addition to the races already men- 


tioned 
the 
invitation 
intercollegiate 


eight-oared race will take place July 8 
at the Marine Stadium. Long Beach. 
Calif, where the Olympic Regatta was 
held. Many leading aniversiUes of the 
country will be represented. California 
won the big race at the Olympics in 
1932. with Italy, Canada and England 
finishing in the order named. 


The Marine Stadium is a most- desir- 


able site lor an important rowing race 
because it furnishes a "gate," some- 
thing that is nearly unknown to oars- 
men. 
Rowing has long been a sport for 


sport's sake only, the expenses being 


borne by "angels," the nickname for 
men with money who love the game 
sufficiently to meet the deficits. But at 
Long Beach admission is charged and 
expenses met in that manner. There 
were about 135,000 who paid in 1932 and 
that is a huge "gate" for any sport. 


T OOKING backward over the intercol- 
-" legiate season, we find that, despite 
the depression, there were many races of 
importance between leading crews. Yale, 
Columbia, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Navy, Cornell, Princeton, Syra- 
cuse and Harvard were some of the 
prominent Eastern universities which 
furnished crews to participate in thrill- 
ing races. 


When it comes to a discussion of row- 


ing I can never forget the name of 
Jack Kelly, even though he has passed 
out of the limelight. Possibly I'm getting 
old, 
but to me Kelly was the most 


famous and colorful oarsman of the last 
fifteen years. 
He won the 
national 


single championship in 1919 and 1920, 
and also the 
doubles championship, 


being teamed with Paul Costello. Kelly 
won national fame as the Olympic win- 
ner in 1920 and was the doubles title 
winner at the Olympics in 1924, again 
being paired with Costello. 


"Many people criticize rowing as an 


exercise because they think it is too 
strenuous," says Kelly, still an ardent 
lover and follower gf the sport. 


"But there is a vast difference be- 


tween rowing for exercise and rowing 
in races, and rowing is really what you 
make it. 


"A golfer can go out and run around 


the course if he wants to. but no one 
does. The game is played in moderation 
by most men. The same holds true for 
rowing. An oarsman can take a stroke 
every two minutes if he wants to and 
rest between strokes.' 


«T)ACING is a different matter. If 


•f* you go in for that you must take 


punishment and. in my opinion, there is 
no sport where you take greater punish- 
ment than in rowing. In the first place, 
a man must train conscientiously for 
four months in order to be a success- 
ful oarsman. When I say train I mean 
every day and not once in a while. The 
oarsman who wants to make good starts 
on the machines February J. works on 
them for a month and then rows on 
the river for three months in order to 
get in shape for a race Memorial Day. 
for instance. Name another sport where 
men actually work like that to get 
themselves into condition. 


"Plenty of athletes do not know the 


meaning of real training. The big-league 
ball player Js one. His training consists 
of eating a hearty breakfast at 11 in

the morning, going without lunch, not 
drinking too much and getting to bed 
before midnight. That kind of training 
is a joke to an oarsman. 


"As far as the physical side of it 


is concerned, rowing is a tough spcrt. 
There is no "time out' in rowing as in 
football or basketball. Get in there and 
pull away. If your oar breaks, dive 
^overboard and relieve your teammates 
of 
the 
handicap of pulling dead- 


weight. 


"Remember this also. If the hard- 


working crew does win, the individual 
.oarsman gets no credit. He is only a 
member of the crew. After the race is 
over the fans talk about such-and-such 
a crew which won, but few even know 
the names of the crew members. No 
one Worries about the crew as it pulled 
as a unit. All the oarsman has for his 
four months' work is self-satisfaction, 
the congratulations of his friends and 
the admiration of his competing oars- 
men.

the heart. At the height of my career 
I was accused of having a big heart. 
Of course, my heart was big. Rowing 
developed my chest, 
shoulders 
and 


whole body and the heart was developed 
also. Go to any doctor who knows ath- 
letes and he'll tell you an athlete's heart 
should be larger than that of a non- 
sthletic person. 


"If an oarsman dies from heart dis- 


ca_r !-t:r in lire, it mav not have been 
cux: to the strain on his heart during 
competition but his failure to case off 
gr.id;:r.!ly after giving up racing. Every 
athlete ci:ould cut down gradually. If 
he doesn't he is liable to have trouble." 


rpHE greatest race in \vliich Kelly ever 


••"- participated was the one at Phila- 
delphia with Bob Dibble, at the Peoples 
R:-.'£atta, exactly thirteen years ago. 
Kelly was champion cf the 
United 


States and Dibble of Canada. Dibble 
had defeated Kelly three times previ- 
cusly. 


"I was at the height of my career and 


knew that then or never was the time 
to win," says Kelly. 


"We rov.'ed about even for the first 


quarter of the mile-and-quarter course 
on 
the 
Schuylkill. 
Going through 


Strawberry Mansion Bridge, which is 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
starting point. Dibble stepped out. and 
gained a half length on me. He shouted 
back: 


" 'Is that all the faster you can go?' 
"I didn't answer, thinking it best to 


save my breath for the finish spurt. 


"My plan was always to have suffi- 


cient strength to sprint the last half 
mile instead of the last quarter as was 
customary. 
So a half mile from the 


finish I started the sprint, drew up even 
to Dibble and we raced bow to bow for 
a quarter, of a mile. Toward the end I 
forged ahead and won by two lengths. 
" "As was his usual custom. Dibble 
rowed over to me after the finish and 
reached out to shake hands. He col- 
lapsed at the same time and fell over- 
board. 


"I was nearly 'all in' myself but dived 


after him. The rigger of Dibble's boat 
struck me in the stomach, relieved me 
of any breath I had left and gave me 
a two-inch gash. 


"Dibble was exhausted and I was 


nearly so, but. fortunately. I was able 
to grab him and hold him up." 


So there are many colorful incidents 


that occur among the men who row for 
the love of sport cnly. And there are 
thousands of fans throughout America 
who enjoy watching their efforts and 
are looking forward to big days in July 
ai3o" early August.

Europe. Satisfied with the action 
of a new nine cylinder 700 horse- 
power engine, Lindbergh took the 
craft to College Point, L. I., where 
it will be given a final check Tues- 
day. The plane is the one Lind-

flight to the orient two years ago. 
Mrs. Lindbergh will accompany 
her husband on the Greenland trip. 
After testing the motor over the 
Caldwell, N. J , airport, Lindbergh 
flew to North Beach airport on 
Long Island, where pontoons were 
placed on the ship. 
While the pontoons were being 


attached Lindbergh took a short 
hop in a small type of seaplane. 
He alighted on Bowery bay, where 
the engine stalled. Before a boat 
could be sent for, he climbed out 
on one of the pontoons, spun the 
propeller and was under power. 


"We are not out for speed," said 


Colonel Lindbergh. "I like to cruise 
very slowly, almost as slowly as is 
comfortably possible. The flight to 
the north for Pan-American Air- 
ways will be purely a survey 
flight, without definite route; just 
to study one of the possible sec- 
tions which might serve as a fu- 
ture trans-Atlantic airway."

Wild Confusion Follows Aft-

NEW YORK. (INS). Four hun- 


dred persons were trapped in the 
wet, 
flapping folds of a huge cir- 


cus tent when it collapsed as a 
violent wind and rain storm swept 
New York City. The tent housed 
the main show of a circus playing 
in Astoria, Queens. Four persons 
were so badly injured they were 
removed to hospitals A score of 
others were treated at the scene 
of the accident. 
A trapeze team had just finished 


its act when a sudden gust of wind 
with terrific force billowed under 
the tent, more than 250 feet long. 
As the canvas fell the lights were 
switched out by circus employes to 
remove the electricity hazard. 


Women and children screamed 


and cried for help as the folds of 
the heavy tent settled down. As 
the canvas Cropped employes or 
the circus who were not trapped 
crawled under the tent and made 
hurried arrangements for rescue 
work. Working in formation, the 
employes lifted up a section of the 
tent and permitting the trapped 
spectators to walk out from under 
it into the driving rain. When all 
the spectators in one section were 
out the employes passed along to 
another section and kept at the 
process until they had made their 
way completely around the big 
tent, which had seats on all four 
sides.

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Founding Of Lincoln School System At Ninth And P Site Related By Miss Pyrtle

HE history of Lincoln's 


schools, from the fursl 


earth-floored seminary for 30 
children to the beginning of 
the modern period in 1907, is 
recited in a book by Miss E. 
E"th Pyrtle, which is beiny: 
dirftributed to a limited num- 
ber of reference libraries. 


Miss Pyrtle, who is princi- 


pal of Bancroft school, is a 
former president of the Na- 
tional Education association, 
and is representing that body 
at a world school conference 
in Dublin, Ireland, this sum- 
jner. The book embodies the 
thesis she wrote as a senior 
at the University of Ne- 
braska. 


Miss Pyrtle's book 
records how 
the town or Lincoln was started by 
a man whose great vision in its fut- 
ure was education. Elder 
J. M. 
Young, who established the town or 
Lancaster, (now Lincoln) came to 
Salt Basin in 1863 with the ex- 
press intention of founding a com- 
munity for school and church. Upon 
his eighty acres of land the town 
of Lancaster was laid out, and it 
•was later chosen as the county seat. 
Youn? gave away town lots, hall to 
the county and school district, and 
half to the Lancaster seminary, a 
school which he hoped to establish 
In the interest of his church .the 
Protestant Methodist. 
Lots Paid for Building. 
This building was erected from the 
proceeds of the sale of some of the 
lots. 
And it was this building 


Which became the home of the first 
public school of the town. H. W. 
Merrill (he is not 
mentioned as 
bearing a title of "Professor") was 
the teacher in this 
school in 1866

William Beebe, naturalist and deep sea 


Ordi- 
nary fishing must be dull for this man who has 
seen and photographed the strange monsters 
half a mile below the surface. It is hard to 
understand how an ordinary sailfish, no mat- 
ter how vigorous a battle it put up, could give 
this viewer of the extraordinary in fish much 
of a thrill. 


That which is history in one country is 


propaganda in another, depending on the point 
of view. A famous guide book has 
been 


banned in Belgium because officials object to 
the account it contains of the destruction of 
three Belgian towns during the world war. 
The Belgians take a different view of the af- 
fair than the book's author does and have 
placed an official ban on it. 


When the Bulgarians undertook to rid the 


country of revolutionists they went about it 
in a most painstaking manner. People were 
ordered to keep to their houses for some 19 
hours, the streets were kept clear, the country 
was isolated from the remainder of the world 
and the police went about searching residences 
for revolutionists. 
That was all very fine up 


to that point But how does one identify a 
revolutionist after the search is begun? 


Members of a Pennsylvania 
legislative 


committee named to investigate the reason 
for closing so many state banks was shocked 
to discover that the superintendent of bank- 
ing had sent out a letter to the men in charge 
of the failed banks to ascertain if any of the 
members had borrowed money from these 
banks before their failure. Apparently Penn- 
sylvania politics has not improved in recent 
years, or that would not have been the first 
question asked. 


Even the presentation of the Lindbergh 


estate as a children's home paved the way for 
fraud when a woman undertook to solicit 
funds for the establishment of that institution. 
The woman was captured and convicted. It 
is difficult to understand why the Lindberghs 
should be persecuted in this mean manner. 
They are in no way responsible for this out- 
rage. 
Criminally 
inclined 
persons 
have 


taken advantage of their generosity 
and 


kindliness and of the sympathy the public 
feels toward them. 


Official files have been dug up to show 


that Germany was ready to sue for peace a 
year before the war ended. AH Germany then 
wanted was retention of all her colonies and 
possession of the territories which her troops 
then held. Even at that the balance sheet in 
favor of the last year of the war makes one 
•wonder if, to the nations that dictated the 
terms, the later fighting was worth while. 
France and Belgium may say it was. but to 
this country with its thousands dead, its 
growing1 pension roll and its war loans de- 
faulted by France and Belgium, it looks a bit 
different 


Prince Michael of Rumania, who has al- 


ways been a fat snobbish and overbearing 
youngster, has had his first lesson in the art 
of ruling. King Carol invited in a num- 
'ber of youngsters to share the prince's play- 
time and schooling. One day the king noticed 
that his son was unduly princely in his man- 
»cr so he warned the other boys that if they 
ever let Michael hit them without {riving him 
a. good aiding, trouble with the king would 
easoe That was all the cautioning needed 
The prince is the possessor of a number ol 
Visible bruises. And he has learned a les- 
ion which may stand him in good stead when 
be assume* the throne of Rumania, 


In wealth to the engineers, and he adds that 
the trouble is that business, finance, industry 
and politics have not produced men capable 
of making proper use of that wealth or of 
distributing it equitably. On the contrary men 
have wasted it riotously and have yielded to 
material temptations that destroy spiritual 
and moral values. 


A DEFENSE OF CONGHESS. 
Rising to the defense of congress, Paul 


Y. Anderson, who has watched that body in 
action and written reports of its activities for 
ten years, would not refrain from shooting the 
piano player simply because he is doing the 
best he can. He would go farther. He would 
defend the music that is being produced. Not 
even the slightest excuse for shooting is evi- 
dent, he finds. 


Congress is the target of a great deal of 


criticism, Mr. Anderson explains, writing in 
the Nation. It deserves some. But it does not 
deserve a fraction of the amount of con- 
tumely heaped upon it. There are three prin- 
cipal criticisms common to editorial attacks 
on congress. Congress is charged with: In- 
vestigating too much; talking too much; and 
passing half-baked legislation. 


Mr. Anderson cannot see how the third 


criticism can be reconciled with the first two, 
but he is willing to attempt to disprove all 
three. 


He finds that many congressmen are 


hard workers. The task of keeping up with 
the demands of the office, of attending ses- 
sions and keeping informed on legislation, 
combined with committee work, is very ex- 
acting. The drones in congress, the men who 
do nothing, often escape criticism. 


The fact finding and investigating con- 


gress does bring worthwhile results. He does 
not undertake to defend junkets at govern- 
ment expense, disguised as investigations. But 
on the whole, he finds that congress is not 
too zealous about investigating federal activ- 
ities and that a great deal of good has re- 
sulted from investigations. 


That most of the legislation is half-baked 


is a misstatement. Slips have occurred. But 
they are very rare. If the legislation which re- 
sults is faulty it is not because it has not re- 
ceived due consideration but because the mass 
judgment of congress is defective. 


Why then the avalanche of criticism ? Be- 


cause congress is so susceptible to attack, be- 
cause its work is not understood, and because 
it cannot strike back. Criticism of the courts, 
of the president and of the cabinet is guarded. 
But congress has to take it and like it. 


PHILOSOPHY MISAPPLIED. 
A woman, commenting on the recent sui- 


cide of a brilliant young man, a student of 
philosophy, expressed surprise. 
To her way 


of thinking, anyone who had become so thor- 
oly immersed in the study as to have been 
awarded particular honors in the subject 
should be immune to the idea of self destruc- 
tion. 
"Presumably," she said, "he had sur- 


veyed the accumulation of the best thought 
of the ages. Yet he didn't have enough philo- 
sophy of his own to help him stand up against 
whatever it was that drove him to take his 
own life. Or else he had a particularly futile 
philosophy. All the wealth of facts and book 
lore he nad absorbed had no apparent relation 
to the everyday business of living. It makes 
one wonder just what philosophy is, and how 
one learns it. If a philosopher knows any- 
thing, he knows that whatever may happen 
to him has happened to millions before him, 
often in worse form, and that most of them 
have borne it and carried on. The gesture of 
taking his own life is more futile than the 
existence from which it frees him." 


•Her last statement, of course, begs the 


question. As to the effect the intensive study 
of any vital subject may have on any one per- 
son, that is practically incalculable. If it were 
calculable, education might take on a differ- 
ent aspect.

MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


An article by Dr. Louise Pound of Lin- 


coln, in the current American Mercuiy gives 
some information about the new Historical 
Dictionary of American English, now in pro- 
cess of making at the University of Chicago. 
The work has been underway since 1925, 
when Sir William Craigie, one of England's 
most competent lexicographers, was brought 
over to put it in motion. The limits established 
for 
the 
American dictionary will, Doctor 


Pound believes, disappoint many who will 
search it for recent words. However, Sir Wil- 
liam believes that the fixing of the downward 
limit at 1900 is justified. If a word or sense 
can not be certified as existing before that 
date he thinks it has not had a sufficiently 
long history to claim inclusion in a historical 
dictionary. The words to be included will 
come under the following heads: Those de- 
scriptive of the physical features of this coun- 
try, as prairie; words connected with the ma- 
terial development of the country, as log 
cabin; terms of administration, politics, re- 
ligion, trade and other activities, as caucus, 
Mormon; and colloquialisms and slang, so 
far as they are especially American. 


The same issue of the Mercury contains 


another of Dorothy Thomas' clever stories. 
Commenting on Miss Thomas' recently pub- 
lished novel, "Ma Jeeter's Girls," the Mer- 
cury book reviewer says: "Miss Thomas shows 
a kind of humor that is rare in a woman 
writer, and in this, her first book, betrays no 
sign of immaturity, either in design or in 
style. She is, indeed, a debutante of extraord- 
inary promise."

verse, will enable the happy pair to evade a 
subsequent impression that matrimony is more 
truth than poetry," says the Washington Star. 
"His action represents a practical experiment 
which, if it works, will entitle him to grateful 
remembrances for many years to come. His 
home town is Nelson, which in time may be as 
famous as Reno, Nev., and in more cheering 
fashion." 


A Lincoln man who worked a year in 


Washington makes this confession: "I used 
to be a strong government ownership man. I 
trailed with those who said:

worked in Washington I lost most of my en- 
thusiasm for this principle, for I could see how 
terribly much it cost for the government to 
get anything accomplished. I was forced to 
come to the conclusion, against inclination, 
that this was a good scheme but it wouldn't 
work. That's just an opinion which I am 
ready to change again if I could see where 
the weakness could be remedied." 


Taxpayers have rebelled against the ex- 


cessive cost of doing things thru government 
effort. It was that rebellion that was felt in 
the Nebraska legislature. It was that rebellion 
that has affected the conduct of government 
and governmental agencies everywhere in the 
past four years. It will be necessary that 
government servants cut costs or the rebellion 
will continue.

called white ants but -the experts declare they 
are not ants at all. A home at Johnson, in 
this state, has been greatly damaged by these 
pests.

The two places are 
but a few miles apart These pests work in 
wood, boring in and eating out or removing 
the interior of the piece of timber attacked. 
Because of that they are not discovered until 
the damage is done.

something substantial was done toward pay- 
ing Chicago teachers. Something- was done. 
Strong arm methods prevailed. 


The story of this fight for Chicago teach- 


ers, in which one of America's chief cities was 
threatened with a serious injury, is told in 
mimeographed letters sent out by the N. E. A. 
One of these reached a Lincoln business man 
who has thought his way thru the world so 
far. He noted: "This is what happens when 
a city's affairs get oiit of hand.

hesitate to locate there. New industries will 
be afraid of heavy taxation there. Many will 
perhaps move away, if they can do so. 


"Scores of towns are so much in debt that 


they can't pay their interest and have de- 
faulted. Forty or more mayors of great cities 
went down to Washington and told a harassed 
president that they were broke and could not 
carry on. Having busted themselves, they now 
seek to unload on Uncle Sam. The whole load 
will swamp the nation. Then we must make 
a new start without credit, or our self respect. 
My next reaction was that I wondered how we 
were drifting along. One thinks back over the 
years—how much did it cost to run Lancaster 
county twenty-five years ago? 
In 1919 it 


cost $372,145 for total expenditures. In 1932 it 
cost $868,366. For relief of the needy in 1919, 
$6,543; in 1932, $126,428. 
To this must be 


added not less than 552,000, since we received 
$32,000 from the inheritance tax fund and 
$20,000 from the city of incoln. The final fig- 
ure may approach $250,000, or about 30 per- 
cent of all county cost. In addition, there is 
the cost of relief given thru the Social Wel- 
fare society. This agency has been increasing 
its givings at a rapid rate. In 1907 its budget 
was about $4,664. In 1933, as I recall, this 
exceeded $54,000. 


"I was interested when they organized 


the community chest. It has reduced the cost 
of raising money, but the cost of relief and 
character building has grown enormously. 
There are other agencies 'giving relief or 
'making paupers' as differently minded per- 
sons denominate it Activities of the board of 
education have broadened. The developments 
of the health departments in the city and 
within the school board's work have grown 
until they spend about $1.25 per capita per 
year. The state of Nebraska has a 'social 
welfare' program costing another $1.25 per 
capita. This is one of the reasons why the 
cost of state government has gone from 
$19.39 per capita in 1903 to $107.37 in 1929. 


"We can recall when Capt. William Rohde 


was the 'health department' in Lincoln. He 
didn't cost much. Pernaps he wasn't worth 
any more than he cost Elder Howe was the 
relief giving agency in Lincoln. Dear old soul, 
he wasn't a trained specialist either. The per 
capita national expense has increased from 
$5.87 in 1903 to $32.36 in 1929, and God knows 
what in the last four months. Are Lincoln 
and Lancaster county to go the same route? 
Some have heard the wail of taxpayers and 
drastically reduced appropriations. The uni- 
versity is one. The school board seems to have 
done pretty welL 


"I am sorry for a man who is down and 


out, but I have a lot of admiration for the 
fellow who is still carrying on. If this country 
is ever saved, it will be saved by the men and 
women and children who are d«tr{ every- 
thing they can think of or that £ej*ody can 
suggest to keep off relief. Ned Browa and I 
agreed that the only practical way for Use 
county commissioners to proceed is by budget 
When the time comes to calculate the county's 
business for the coming fiscal year, it seems 
the commissioners must estimate the sums 
necessary to carry on the county's business in 
an economical but orderly manner. 
Deduct 


this from the possible revenues and if in thcsv 
opinion the remainder is all necessary for 
•poor relief, say. 'Here it is. It's all we have. 
It must go around among all needy/ Do you 
agree with this suggested method?

There Is a glint or Ironic humor in the 


reflections aroused by the resolutions adopted 
by Group 4 of the Nebraska Banker*' associa- 
tion, meeting in Minden. Nebraska was one 
of the first to embrace the 
bank 
guaranty 


principle thru legislation, retained it longer 
than virtually any other, and thru her bank- 
ers, is now one of the first to lay down a 
barrage of criticism against the Glass-Steagall 
bank reform law, passed at the special ses- 
sion of congress, and 
signed by President 


Roosevelt with the words: 


"This is one of the greatest pieces of 


legislation in American history." 


To which the members of Group 4 of the 


Nebraska Bankers' association enter a posi- 
tive denial. They said it was impractical in 
that it eliminates all interest on demand de- 
posits and guarantees deposits thru the fed- 
eral insurance corporation by means of an 
assessment of banks. 


Of the two criticisms, unquestionably the 


guaranty idea rubs the fur of the bankers 
more. Most of them gladly would waive the 
power placed against interest on demand de- 
posits, if the insurance feature had not been 
incorporated in the Glass bill. It is that which 
arouses indignation and resentment on the 
part of the bankers.

The broad language used in the resolu- 


tion, if wire accounts of the meeting are com- 
plete, is very misleading. The Glass-Steagall 
bank bill does not attempt a wholesale applica- 
tion of the guaranty principle. It 
restricts 


full protection to accounts not exceeding 
$10,000—75 percent on accounts ranging up 
to $50,000, and 50 percent from $50,000 to 
$100,000. The idea was protection for the in- 
dividual rather than the commercial account. 
What appears then to be discrimination with- 
in the law arises more from the expressed lan- 
guage than from fact. The large commercial 
institutions have not been, with few excep- 
tions, the principal losers thru bank failures. 
It has been the small individual depositors, 
lacking the facilities for information and 
knowledge of conditions which the business 
concern possesses. 


If the bankers thruout the country were 


only a little more philosophical, much as they 
dislike and distrust the guaranty idea, they 
would realize it was bankers—not those in 
business today, but those compelled to close 
the doors of their institutions, who brought 
the insurance deposit law down upon the 
heads of the able and competent survivors.

This country has been very generous in 


its attitude toward the banking fraternity. It 
reposed unusual trust and confidence in those 
identified 
with 
financial institutions. 
It 


elevated the bankers to positions of highest 
leadership within the thousands and thousands 
of communities in the United States. There 
was a certain sacred atmosphere attached to 
the bank. The people came to the banker to 
discuss their problems, pour out their troubles, 
to arrange their programs, to receive counsel 
and advice, in the belief that their experience, 
their training, and their 
general 
contacts 


equipped them for responsibility. Thousand* 
of bankers discharged 
the 
burdens placed 


upon them thru this leadership thrust upon 
them by the character of their business, but 
thousands more were wholly indifferent to it, 
and were more selfish, more directly concerned 
with making quick and big profits, than they 
were in fulfilling the high and sacred respon- 
sibilities of their business. 


It would appear that the bankers have 


given very little time to retrospection. 


What is there that is impractical about an 


insurance of a portion of a bank's deposits? 
The great weakness in the guaranty law here 
in Nebraska was that no restriction could be 
placed upon the chartering of banks 
Under 


a ruling of the Nebraska supreme court, pre- 
pared by the late Judge A. J. Cornish, in those 
years when it should have been possible to 
have refused licenses to five men who had no 
qualification whatsoever to engage in bank- 
ing, the court said such a provision would 
have created a monopoly, intolerable to public 
opinion and indefensible with the principles of 
democratic government 


No such limitation exists in the national 


banking act. 
The comptroller possesses 


broad and exceedingly wide powers of discre- 
tion. He may refuse charters when he is satis- 
fied public necessity is not served by th* 
establishment of a new bank, or that those 
seeking a charter are not qualified to engage 
in the banking business. 


If that same condition bad existed during 


the years when Nebraska's banking facilities 
were expanded enormously, and, as later 
months demonstrated, unwisely, the guaranty 
plan in this state would have met every test 
imposed upon it.

To argue otherwise is to insist that bank- 


ing itself can not be made safe. If the most 
rigid supervision in the granting of charters, 
if the most careful examination of bank?, if a 
very conFcrvative attitude in 
interpreting 


banking needs when it comes to the granting 
of charters, can not develop a system capable 
of functioning in the face of any storm, then 
the insurance, principle is hopeless, and for 
that matter, most everything cl*c is hopeless. 


It is a sound governmental 
principle 


which seeks to develop individual virtues "f 
sturdinrss. of resourcefulness, and 
honor 


without the artificial aid of Jaw. Th;,t can be 
adhered to in most lines of bu.=ines? and in- 
dustry- But banking under modern conditions 
occupies a unique relationship to the public-

iS the fashion nowadays 
for women whose hus- 


bands were not ruined in the 
recent depression, whose lives 
were not brought down from 
luxury to penury, who have j 
not known all the 
humiiia-1 


tions, anxieties and privations 
of these hard years, to say 
airily; "Do you know I really 
believe the depression was a 
good thing?" 


The:.- audacity in compla- 


cently expressing this point 
of view is not the less marked 
because in certain cases the 
shaking-up and the awaken- 
ing, the reduction to simpler 
terms of living and the les- 
sons in helping and sharing 
really were good things. 


But too many good men are 


still idle, too many good wo- 
men still worried and uncer- 
tain, to have any of us con- 
gratulating ourselves t h a t 
this depression really had its 
bright spots for others. 


When it is the person himself, 


who is cheerful about 'nis altered i 
fortunes, then that's different. One j 
friend 
of 
mine. who 
has 
been 


brought closer to his wife, who seos 
his girls and boys uniting to brirg 
the family out of its present diffi- 
culties, who was a lonely rich out- 
sider a few years ago and is a loved 
husband and father now. phrases 
it in a way I have already quoted 
in these co'lumns. He says the de- 
pression "kicked him upstairs." 


Feel Sorry for Dad. 


Others have been kicked upstairs, 


too, and know it. But for the rest it 
is extremely trying to hear their 
more 
fortunate 
friends 
saying 


blithely that they think the whole 
experience really did great good. 
The person for whom I feel most 


sorry is Dad. I don't mean the 
young fathers of families, for as the 
inevitable scales go up they will find 
opportunities as good as those of 
ten years ago. and a world ready as 
always to reward industry and Intel- 
ligence and thrift with success. 


Nor does one feel great pity for 


the really old. Hundreds of elderly 
men went out of business in 1929 or 
1930, never to get a grip on it again. 
Some of them saved from 
the 


wreckage enough to make them 
independent, or partially independ- 
ent for their shortened days. Some 
are living with daughters or sons, 
shelved and idle, and too old to 
m&ke a fresh start. Theirs may bs 
difficult days, but from 70 on there 
is nothing left in life anyway ex- 
cept character and memories, and 
poor old men have as eood a chance 
at those as rich old men. 


Elder Men Suffer. 


No, the men who are really hav- 


ing a hard time, these days, E--C 
those of the ages in between; men 
between 
45 and 
65. who have 


worked hard all their lives, who had 
built up a little fortune, who hoped 
to leave their children comfortably 
fixed, and who saw it all disappear 
into the completes! collapse of pub- 
lic c-nd private fortune that our na- 
tion has ever known. 


We were all dreaming a wild 
dream, in which modest men who 
had worked for their own liveli- 
hoods, as their fathers and grand- 
fathers had before them were plan- 
ning to leave their children a hun- 
dred thousand apiece—two hundred 
thousand apiece; were thinking in 


work, and be amused, and helpful 
and unafraid, and they will possess 
something far more valuable than 
money.Discourage Extravagance. 


But if you let them prow up feel- 


ing that the only things worth 
while can be bought with money. 
that they must hn-ve motor cars and 
movies. :>marl frocks and smart as- 


i soclatcs, that bills and idleness and 


i cheating to gain these things are all 
worth while you h^ve ruined their 
lives no matter what their money 
fortunes are. 
Remind this discouraged 
good 


husband of yours that you and he 
can live on very little indeed some- 
day, and that you are not afraid of 
the old simple ways you knew when 
you were first 
married—a little 


country cottage, a few roses, a- few 
chickens, your radio and your books 


terms of millions where their fath- 
ers had thought in terms of hun- 
dreds. 
They can't begin again; the jobs 


and the chances are going1 to the 
young men now; from yesterday's 
tremendous zctivities in insurance 
and real estate and manufactures 
thousands of fine middle-aged men 
have been dropped. And if their 
own firms drop them, what chance 
have they with other firms, who are 
having difficulties in holding to 
their own middle-aged men? 


Worry Everywhere. 


Quiet, anxious, working for a low 
salary or no salary at all. they 
corne from the problems of the of- 
fice to the problems of home; the 
men at the office are depressed and 
hopeless, &nd to come.back at night 
to a house where the same atmos- 
phere prevails, where the woman 
and children are in the same mood 
of discouragement, may well make 
life an absolute hell for many a 
good, steady, puzzled man whose 
days ran along on an even keel until 
a few years ago, and who knows 
neither how he got into this predic- 
ament nor how he is going to get 
out of it. 
. This is a great chance for a good 
wife. It may be only for a year or 
two—it may be only for a few more 
months that matters will be in this 
condition. With the return of pros- 
perity and the opening of shops and 
offices, experienced and seasoned 
men will be wanted again; the hys- 
teria of fear that has kept them 
idle will die away, there will be

Eli- 
sha laid upon the children, and 
with all the curses which are writ- 
ten in the law. Cursed be he by day 
and cursed be he by night. Cursed 
be he in sleeping and cursed be he 
in waking, cursed in going out and 
cursed in coming in. The Lord shall 
not pardon him. the wrath and fury 
of the Lord shall henceforth be kin- 
dled against this man. and shall 
lay upon him all the curses which 
are written in the book of the law.

If you want to read his original 


works, try first his Tractatus The- 
ologico-Politicus. which deals with 
theology and politics, or his Ethics. 
Those two works of 
Spinoza will 


give the average reader as much as 
he will comfortably digest, 
and 


more. He wrote in Latin, as was the 
custom of his day. Bacon wrote his 
Novum Organum in Latin, because 
he did not 
believe the English 


language would last. 


After he had been 
excommu- 
nicated by his synagogue, Spinoza's 
two sisters decided that he should 
not inherit any of his father's prop- 
erty. Because he hated injustice, 
Spinoza fought the case in court. 
won, then refused to take anything- 
except one bed. 
Spinoza knew, by correspondence, 


the really great men of his day, 
all those with sufficient intelligence 
to understand him. He was kind 
and patient \vith the poor, and with 
children. When a mob threatened 
him. and his landlord feared that 
his house would be torn down.

In termite 
proofing the timbers &re treated or the 
basement walls so arranged that the 
termites cafanbt pass tb the wooden part 
of the structure. This is sometimes ac- 
complished fcith a sheet oi metal as A 
barrier. Within recent time glass bricks 
have been introduced, it being pointed 
out that the termite cannot build a tun- 
n°l over glass.

INY organisms, so small that only the most 


powerful microscopes can detect them,

NE must understand the nature of a

And it takes 
skill and tenderness, subtlety and imag- 
ination to do it. It takes femininity to 
the superlative degree. The man doesn't 
care what wiles or technique the woman 
uses as long as he can lose himself in 
his romantic dream of love. Once she 
shatters this and tears down the illu- 
sions, his love wanes. 


"Women have always been the aggres- 


sors in love. Even in the old days when 
a woman coyly waited for the man to 
declare his intentions, the coyness was 
a surface thing. She was cleverly put- 
ting him in a position to make him suc- 
cumb to her trick?. One has only to 
read some of the letters the women of 
other days wrote to see how well they 
understood the conquering instinct; of 
man. 
Their coyness and shy retreat and 


spells of helplessness were weapons that 
they used to the fullest advantage. 
These were qualities that have always 
been fascinating to men. 


"Perhaps down deep in his heart the
